1. The after final amendment and response filed by applicants dated april 15, 2009 have 
been entered and considered carefully. 

Claims 7-10, 12, 19-20 have been canceled. 

Claims 1-6, 11, 13-18 are pending. 



2. Reason for Allowance

Applicants have amended claims 17-18 limiting the scope to carcinoma which was 
described on pages 24-26 and 78, thus obviated the 1 12 rejection and the rejection is dropped.
